PLANS FOR DEMOBILIZING ARMY 


WHEN THE DAY OF PEACE ARRIVES 


SCHEME FOR RETURNING SOLDIERS TO CIVIL LIFE 


Military Authorities In Great Britain Are Already Working On 
Far-reaching Plans Which Will Facilitate Movement 
At the Dispersal Depots 


oo 

A London correspondent of — the Immensely Impressed 
Associated Press, describing the ee tant 
measures which are being taken in By the Spirit of Britain 


Great Britain to solv; the problem 
of demobilization, writes as follows: 

Although the end of the war may 
be far distant, plans for demobiliza- 


tion of the British army, when the 
proper time arrives, are well under 
way. The military authorities, act- 


ing in conjunction with the ministry 
of labor, are perfecting the scheme 
by which the soldiers will be return- 
ed to civil life with the utmost cel- 
erity, and at a camp not far from 
London there has already been a re- 
hearsal of the methods to be adopt- 
ed for dispersing the men. 

“Big as was the job to get men 
into the army,” said 2#n officer en- 
gaged in the work, “it will be a big- 
ger job to get them out of it. But 
the country may be sure that every- 
thing will be done to enable the sol- 
diers to reach their homes and get 
employment with the minimum of 
friction,” re 

lhe scheme is farreaching. The 
authorities have had to consider, not 
only the situation at home, but ‘also 
how the plan will fit in with the con- 
venience of France, Italy and the 
overseas Dominions, and with trans- 
port facilities from Salonica, Mesopo- 
tamia, Palestine, and from other parts 
of the world. How long it will take 
to demobilize the millions of troops 
is a question to which even those 
occupied in the task are not prepared 
to give a definite reply. 

Kighteen dispersal depots are to be 
established in England, Scotland and 
Wales, Every step has been worked 
out in detail, Before the men in 
France are ordered home they will 
be assembled in the order of the dis- 
tricts from which they came, 80 that 
all may be sent in a body direct to 
the locality from which they joined 
the army. Each man will take with 
him his entire kit, including his arms 
and personal equipment, steel helmet 
and box respirator. Previously he 
will have been deprived of his ammu- 
nition. ‘ 

On reaching the dis versal station 
the men will hand over their equip- 
ment, lverything must be given up 
except the uniform, which the soldier 
is wearing, and his great coat, al- 
though the coat must be returned 
after the month’s furlough to which 
cach man will be entitled. He will 
be permitted to retain his uniform, 

The soldiers will pass through sev- 
eral huts before he is sent on fur- 


lough, In one he will be given a 
protection certificate, containing all 
particulars regarding his regiment, 


length of servite and destination, In 
another he will be given an advance 
on the pay still due him, and post- 
office money orders in three equal 
instalments for the remainder. | 

On application the soldier will be 
presented with an “out-of-work” in- 
surance policy valid for a year, This 
will entitle him to receive a fixed 
euin for a definite period from the 
post office, if unemployed. 

Finally, the men will be grouped 
in different huts, according to the 
locality to which they are to he sent. 
Railroad tickets already will have 
been made out. Then will come en- 
trainment and the start for home,

Plans for Utilizing the Lignites 
Western Canada 

A plan for the utilization of west- 

ern lignites that is likely to have far- 

reaching results, has been formulat- 

ed by the Canadian council for scien- 


of 


tific and industrial’ research. 
The provinces of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan import annually from 


Pennsylvania about 500,000 tons of 
anthracite for domestic fuel. There 
are in these provinces, it is estimated, 
nbout 57,000,000,000 tons of lignites of 
a poor grade, and consequently dis- 
qualified from serving as domestic 
fuel. It has been demonstrated, 
however, that they can be carboniz- 
ed and briquetted and that the pro- 
duct thus treated is an equivalent of 
anthracite, Rae: 

As a result of these investigations, 
conducted by the lignite commission, 


the council recommended that the 
yovernment establish a plant in 
southern Saskatchewan to turn out 
30,000 tons of this fuel yearly, the 
estimated cost of which would not, 


probably, exceed $7 per ton at the 
plant. The three governments con- 
cerned are about to sign the propos- 
ed agreement, the Dominion goverh- 
ment already having voted its share 
of the total cost of the plant. ‘The 
fovernments expect to appoint a 
commission to operate the plant at 
an early date.

| World Will Be Safe for Peace as 
Long as America and Great 
Britain Stand on Guard 


Otto H. Kahn, the New York 
banker, who, though a native of Ger- 
many, has always been sound on the 
question of the war, recently return- 
ed from a trip to the other side and 
gave a statement to the New York 
‘Times, in the course of which he 
said; 

“lL was immensely impressed by 
the spirit of Great Britain and the 


magnitude and efficiency in all direc- 
tions of her war effort, which has 
not, perhaps, been generally appreci- 
ated as yet at its full value, 

“As a business man, I was natur- 
ally able to realize best their organ- 
ization for the business side of war. 
They have drafted their best business 
brains everywhere into the service of 
the government, Their supply, trans- 
Portation, manufacturing and  sal- 
vage systems, for instance, are mar- 
vels of business organization, 

“Andrew Weir, director general of 
Supplies, and, among other things, in 
charge of the army salvage system, 
was good cnough to show and ex- 
plain to me his methods of operation, 
He told me that in the space of three 
years he will have saved to the na- 
tion through salvage, or, rather, in 
effect created for the nation, $500,- 
000,000 out of things which formerly 
went into the scrap heap. 

“The desire of Great Britain to do 
everything possible for our boys ov- 
er there-and to make of the present 
comradeship in arms a lastitig, deep 
and cordial friendship between the 
two nations is strikingly manifest all 
throughout the land, from the high- 
est to the lowest. I believe the im- 
portance of meeting them in the 
same spirit, sincerely, wholchearted- 
ly, and without reservation, cannot 
be overestimated. 


“Whatever betide, the world — will 


be safe for peace, humanity and lib-| 


erty as long as America and Great 
Britain, understanding and trusting 
one another, stand on guard, The 
world will not be safe otherwise for 
any length of time. If she should be 
given the opportunity once more, 
Germany, by subtle and open means 
may be expected to try again to sow 
the sceds of dissension between 
America and England after the war, 
as she did for many years before 
the war,”

But 
all this has exploded forever the old 
theory that education without reli- 
gion determines conduct. It seem- 
ingly, if we can judge from Ger- 
many, but puts more powerful tools 
into the hands of evil men, There is 
a ‘great lesson for all of us here.—

_ A high officer of the Italian navy, 
interviewed by the Romie correspon- 
dent of the Central News, on the sub- 
ject of the destruction of enemy sub- 
marines, said: 

“In this war our enemies have de- 
liberately elected to play the part of 
wild beasts, and they set out to 
dominate the world by brute force, 
This is especially true in regard to 
their submarine war methods, As a 
result the world had to arm itself 
against these wild beasts of the sea, 
and a pitiless chase was begun in or- 
der to destroy them, 

“Ever since the world began hu- 
man hunts against beasts have invar- 
jably ended in the suppression of the 
plague, and in this hunt the destruc- 
tion of the beasts will be complete 
before the war ends. The Austrian 
beast has already been eliminated— 
Austiian submarines are no longer to 
be met with, The German beast is 
still active, but it has beguh to lose 
its tecth, and its fate is sealed.

Greatly Increased 
Wool Production 


Considerable Increase Over 
Year’s Production 


Although it is still too early to de- 
termine what the total production of 
wool in Western Canada this season 
will amount to, it is evident that 
there will be a considerable increase 
over last year's production, and in all 
probability greater than one of fifty 
per cent,, which was originally fore- 
casted, Grading is now well tnder 
way at all the receiving points. Three 
wecks before the close of the grading 
at Regina, Saskatchewan, farmers of 
this province had shipped nearly 
twenty per cent. more wool than was 


Last 


received at this station during the 
whole of last year. A considerable 


quantity of wool is also expected dur- 
ing the last two wecks. 

At Calgary, Alberta, about two 
weeks before the close of the grad- 
ing scasen, about fifty per cent. more 
wool had been received than during 
the whole of 1917, The total increase 
there for the year over last year's 
production bids fair to run around 
seventy-five per cent. Edmonton, Al- 
berta, too, will have considerably 
heavier ‘shipments of wool this year. 
The same remark applies to Lacombe 
and other small receiving stations in 
Alberta, Lethbridge, Alberta, which 
is the headquarters of the Southern 
Alberta Wool Growers’ Association, 
whose members produce the largest 
quantity of wool in Western Canada 
will ship about 1,600,000 pounds of 
wool, which is about fifty per cent.

Food Production 


The Results of the Conservation and 
Production Campaign 


Some striking figures on the re- 
sults of the conservation and pro- 
duction ‘campaign in Canada were 


made public by the director of food 
production at Saskatoon. 

As a basis, he took the average 
shipment of foodstuffs to the allies 
in the 


three years preceding the 
war, This average, as compared 
with, the shipments in the twelve 


months ending July 1, 1918, showed 
tthe following increases:

| Changes in Country Life 


The Future Is With the Tiller of the 
Soil 


The present era of high prices of 
foodstulfs recalls the days of the 
“Rooshun” war-of 1854-5, when wheat 
was $3 per bushel, and farmers in 
Ontario rolled in wealth. But the 
high prices of today apply to all pro- 
ducts, and the world’s cry is for 
“more, more.” The farmer has to 
pay more for what he buys, especial- 
ly for labor (when he can get it) but 
this increase will take only a portion 
of his added earnings. Machinery is 
being used more extensively to re- 
place hand and horse power, and the 
whole work of the farm is being 
nade more systematic. 

These changes for the better be- 
gan before the war, but for a much 
longer period—in the seventies, the 
cighties, and the nineties—the farm- 
er had a hard row to hoe. Though 
he might be a proprietor, he barely 
made wages. Now the mortgages 
are going out and comforts and con- 
veniences which have been the mon- 
opoly of the townsman or city dwel- 
ler, coming in, The telephone, 
the rural mail delivery, the daily 
newspaper, and the automobile are 
revolutionizing country life. In many 
districts electricity is at the farmer's 
service. The automobile is multiply- 
1g on the sidelines at an astonishing 
ate, and playing an increasing part 
in farm pleasures and farm econom- 
ics. A recent visitor to Bruce county 
noted a paragraph in a Walkerton 
paper recording the purchase of sey- 
en automobiles by farmers in one 
lneighborhood. In a village on Sun- 
day he saw a string of automobiles 


outside the chureh, where formerly 
the horses stood. 

There need be no envy of the 
i tarmers’ prosperity and comiort, 


| which are long overdue. 


Anything 
that makes the country more attrac- 
tive is a national gain, and the bene- 
fits will reach all classes. One of 
the problems has been to keep ambi 
jtious and energetic youths on the} 
farm, The improvements and amen-| 
ities which are surrounding them will 
|eo far to reconcile them to the call- 
ing of their fathers, Thinking peo- 
ple and welfare workers are turning 
their thoughts increasingly to rural 
questions. The future is with the 
tiller of the soil. The war has 
thrown into relief his unique security 
and independence. For many years 
the world will be short of food while 
Europe repairs the ravages of battle, 
‘There is no career which offers such 
certainty as the husbandman,—To- 
ronto Globe.

Of British Columbia 


Forest Wealth Provides for*About a 
Quarter of the Revenue of 
the Province ~ 


The cconomic resources of British 
Columbia are very simply but clearly 
shown in a recent industrial number 
of the Financial Post of Canada, The 
value of forest products in 1917 is 
given as $48,913,155, an increase of 
38 per cent, over the output of 1916; 
the manufacture of paper and pulp 


increasedt by 85 per cent. The for- 
est wealth provides for about a 
quarter of the revenue of the  pro- 


vince, 

Agricultural production in 1917 is 
shown as valued at $37,661,850; an 
increase of 17 per cent. over 1916, 
notwithstanding the large number of 
egriculturists serving their country in 
the military field. That the standard 
of quality has beef maintained is 
shown by the numerous awards won 
in Great Britain, the U.S.A, and Can- 
oda, 

As regards fishery production the 
province of British Columbia is cre- 
dited with 40 per cent. of that of 
the entire Dominion, Its value was 
$15,311,954, being three-quarters of a 
million more than that of 1916, The 
total pack amounted to 1,557,485 
cases, 

From the mines of British Colum- 
bia is also derived a wonderful value 
and variety of economic ores, — and 
yet there is comparatively speaking, 


only a “scratching of the upper 
crust.” The output for 1917 was 
$37,182,000. 

British Columbia is also a manu- 


facturing and trading centre for the 
world’s exploitation in many fields 
of industry; its waterways, harbors, 
rivers.of mighty volume and railw 
facilities are even today shown by 
returm of $60,000,000 as the value of 
industrial wealth in 1917.

war profiteering. The firm in ques- 
tion is presided over by Capt. W. E. 
Schuster, who has served two years 
in France, He saw that the more 
wealthy of the citizens of Belleville 
were rushing to fill up their cellars 
with coal while th® poor were  un- 
able to do so by reason of lack of 
the necessary money for the neces- 
sary winter fuel. Capt. Schuster set 
aside three days in which he — sold 
coal only to those whose winter 
needs were six tons or less and he 


took often the guarantees of em- 
ployers that the buyers would pay. 
Many wives of soldiers and wage 


earners were thus able to rid them- 
selves of the fear of winter coal fa- 
mine and to get a partial supply that 
will go far to take the terror out of 
a Canadian winter, The wealthier 
citizen was not allowed to have any 
coal delivery from Capt. Schuster 
during those three days. The small 
consumer gets so little attention these 
days that the action should be widely 
commended—if not imitated in other 
cities. Few city councils are so pro- 
gressive as to -tackle the problems 
of the poor, although they will have 
to act next winter, for humanity’s 
sake,—Regina Leader,

“From the material point of view 
such a proposal is unacceptable, for 
France, without further territory in 
Europe being taken from her, could 
be so crushed as to lose her position 
as a great power, and beconie. sub- 
ordinate to German policy, 

“Altogether apart from that, it 
would be a disgrace for us to make 
this bargain with Germany at the 
expense of France, a disgrace from 
which the good name of this country 
would never recover. 

“The chancellor also in effeet asks 
us to bargain away whatever obliga- 
tion or interest we have as regards 
the neutrality of Belgium. We could 
not entertain that bargain citer.”

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A Farm Employment Agency { 


Business Men and Leading Citizens 
Should Get Together to Help 


Every city, town and village in 
Canada should have a farm employ- 
tnent agency in charge of some good, 
live local man. Farmers want help 
and it is the duty of the towns an 
cities to provide it if there is no oth- 
er source of supply. Able-bodied 
young men of all classes have been 
enlisted for the army, and the fac- 
tories had already drained the coun- 
try of regular fartm laborers. There 
is no immigration to help the situa- 
tion. The United States wants about 
a million or more men for its own 
harvest. Some of those “men will 
doubtless be available in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba for the 
Canadian wheat after the American 
crop is in, but the great bulk of the 
extra labor required on Canadian 
farms this year, will have to come 
from Canadian towns and cities, 

To enable these men to be distri- 
buted when they do come forward, 
as by their registration cards they 
have promised to do, there should 
be machinery ready and well organ- 


ized. In some provinces the local 
government has established employ- 
ment agencies. Every © province 


might well have similar offices sup- 
plemented by voluntary organizations 
in every centre. Business men in 
this and every ofher Canadian town, 
should become active in this mattter 
because it vitally concerns them. 
Employers of labor should do every- 
thing in their power to arrange their 
work so as to release men who are 
willing to go to the aid of the farm- 
ers; Every encouragement should be 
given these men, for this work is of 
first importance. Farmers, of course, 
prefer experienced men, and men 
who have been brought up on farms 
or spent some years on the land 
should he specially encouraged to 
devote a few weeks of their time and 
the capital of their experience to the 
harvest of 1918, Extra men for, the 
harvest are wanted in every province. 

Leading business men of every 
centre should get together in a com- 
mittee and open up a farm labor 
bureau, where there is none already. 
There should be no trouble for the 
farmer in learning where to find such 
an office, and there should be no 
trouble for the man who is willing 
to go on the farm to find out where 
to go and leave his name and  ad- 
dress for the farmer looking for him.

Strange Remedies on Which the In- 
dians Pinned Their Faith 


The Indian peoples have always 
considered one certain member of 
each tribe as a physician, He is 


known as the medicine man, and any 
knowledge of human diseases and 
remedies for such may be claimed as} 
a family possession, an heirloom 
handed down from father to son for 
generations, However, the medicine} 
man’s skill as a compounder of drugs 
is confined to the preparation of re- 
medies for simple ailments of his 
fellow men, and any claim made to 
the contrary is not correct, The med- 
icine man is acquainted with curative 
properties of numerous herbs, plants 
and roots from which he is able to 
concoct salves and balms; he can 
likewise prepare physics for internal 
use. Much of the vegetation in the 
woods contains valuable medicinal 
properties when carefully compound- 
ed.

ears within civilized por- 
tions of the tribal medicine 
man’s services are not considered by | 
the Indians to be fraught with that 
power with which he was formerly 
credited. The Indian populace are 
assimilating ideas of the white face 
neighbors, and when overtaken with 
sickness to surer mediums of cure 
than the skill of the medicine man 
furnishes, one of whose remedies to 
allay pain was the beating of a tom- 
tom-at the sick man’s wigwam. 
Within Canada are many animals 
from which medicine is obtained.

From the beaver was obtained a 
greasy substance an Indian mother 
used when a child fell victim to con- 
vulsions, ‘This remedy was likewise 
given as a cure for severe colds, The 
fat of a brown bear was eagerly 
sought to lessen fevers, the patient 
vigorously rubbed and afterward coy- 
ered with a blanket, then given a 
sweat bath made by pouring cold 
water upon heated stones. For an 
Indian afflicted with asthma, a musk- 
rat skin worn against the chest was 
claimed to perform wonders, From 
the mink was obtained a cure for ab- 
scesses and boils.—By J. D. Athelney

It 
would be based frankly, of course, on 
the catholic ideal; it would shut out 
no nation except one that refused to 
accept it. On the other hand, it 
would make ultimate refusal nearly 
impossible, It would demonstrate, as

military victory can in the very long

What Constitutes 
Profiteering 


War Has Popularized the Word But 
We Need a Definition of It 


Socialists, particularly in England, 
tised the word “profiteers” long be- 
fore the war. Pretty often they 
meant by it whoever secks a profit. 
‘Taken in that sense everybody | in 
business or in a gainful occupation 
is either a profiteer or an idiot; for 
business is a quest for profit. In a 
great majority of the ordinary ev- 
cryday decisions that are made hour 
by hour a man takes this course 
rather than that because he thinks it 
will be profitable, 

And this applies as much to the 
farmer, the plumber and the dentist 
as to Morgan. Workmen strike in 
the hope of profiting by it. 

War has popularized the word, but 
we need a definition of it, Senator 
Borah, co.menting on the presi- 
dent’s revenue message, in which he 
said profiteering existed here,  re- 
cently offered a definition—to wit: 


“The man who takes advantage of his 


country’s perilous situation to gather 
extraordinary profits; who is taking 
advantage of his country’s stress and 
trial to increase enormously, unjust- 
ly and unfairly his individual gain.” 
“If we stick to that definition the 
entire country can agree heartily 
that a profiteer is a wretch for whom 
no punishment is too severe. But a 
high tate of profit is not always eVi- 
dence of profiteering. ‘The day before 


these lines were written a_ farmer 
showed us a check for a drove of 
hogs. 


He had happened to be so situated 
that he could feed the brutes at very 
low cost. Hie profit may have been a 


hundred per cent. But that’s no 
reasou for hanging him. Because an 
ill-equipped, poorly managed — busi- 


ness makes only a third the profit of 
a well-equipped, ably managed busi- 
ness it is by no means three times 
as patriotic. The intention to take 
advantage of the country’s stress in 
order to gouge is what constitutes 
the crime.—lrom the Saturday Even- 
ing Post.

Labor to Demand a Larger Share of 
the Gains of Industry 

One of the significant movements 

of the times was recently inaugurat- 

ed by the Standard Oil company of 

New Jersey. It consists of a plan 


whereby the cmployees of that or- 
anization are hereafter to have a 
direct voice in its affairs so far as 


they relate to the conditions of labor. 

It doubtless means that hereafter 
the corporation in question will not 
automatically decide these questions 
without hearing the opinions of their 
employees and giying due regard to 
them. ye years ago this would have 
been dismissed a “purely —aca- 
demic question.”

Make a stand 
of some kind so that the growing 
tree can be kept in an upright posi- 
tion, and set the plants where they 
will get plenty of sun; but do not 
keep them in a room that is likely 
to become overheated. Water them 
regularly, but not too _ profusely. 
After a time the roots will begin to 
come through the orange peel. When 
that happens, cut the roots off flush 
with the outer surface of the orange 
peel, but be careful not to injure the 
film of shellac. It is the cutting of 
the roots that stunts the tree. When 
the tree has reached maturity, you 


can transfer it to a more attractive 
holder. 
Conifers such as cedars, pines and 


cryptomerias can be readily stunted; 
so also can other evergreens, as ilex 
and citrus trifoliata. Some minia- 
ture cedars have been known to last 
more than 500 years. Fruit trees, 
such as the orange and the plum, 
blossom and bear perfect fruit.

Real Wheat Bread Gone 
Forgotten

“Every available foot of soil has! 
been or is being tilled, Miniature gar-| 
dens dot the country from coast to 
coast. Where a few years ago one} 
would see golf courses... one now} 


finds growing things—wheat, corn, 
jbarley, rye, oats, garden truck. 
Thousands of these small gardens 


have sprung up, fairylike, almost ov-} 
er night. They are tilled by women, | 
children and old men. 

“Thousands upon thousands of ro- 
bust, healthy young women, who 
have never turned their hands to toil 
in their young lives, have donned 
khaki uniforms similar to those worn | 
by their brothers at the front and 
have gone to the farms, releasing 
thousands of men who are now able 
to shoulder the rifle instead of the 
hoe and the rake. For two years 
now women have borne an increas- 
ingly important share of the work of 
producing food supplies in the Brit- 
ish Isles... One does not have to 
search fot proof of a food shortage 
in England; the proof is on every 
hand, 

“Tt may truthfully be said that the 
need of conserving every possible bit 
of food has gone to the heart of ev- 
ery man, woman and child in Great 


Britain. Not an ounce of food — is 
wasted.
